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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed 
September 29, 2000, to revive the above-identified application. 
The delay in treating this petition is regretted. 

The petition is DISMISSED.

second submission under 37 CFR 1.129(a) if the application has 
been pending for at least two years as of June 8, 1995, taking 
into account any reference made in such application to any 
earlier filed application under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 and 365(c); 
(2) the petition fee required by 37 CFR 1.17 (m); (3) a statement 
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that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due 
date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional; and (4) a terminal 
disclaimer (and fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)). This 
petition lacks item (1) above. 

As to item (1), Petitioner has submitted a reply in the form of 
an Amended Appeal Brief, however, the amended brief fails to 
place the application in condition for allowance.
